Censors. 


NEW BODY SET UP 
IN HONGKONG. | 


The establishment of a Board 
of Censors for cinematograph 
films and posters is intimated 
in new regulations made under 
the Places of ‘Public Entertain. 
ment Ordinance, 
censorship has been in the hands 
of the Inspector General of 
Police or persons deputed by 
him for the purpose. 

The new Board consists of the 
Inspeetor General of Police, the 
Secretary for Chinese Affairs and 
the Director of Education, and in 
future al] films and posters must 


be censored by a member of the: 


Board or some other person au- 
thorised by the Board with the 
approyul of the Governor. 

There is a new provision to the 
effect that any owner or renter of a 
film or poster who may be dissatis- 
fied with the deeision.of any in- 
dividual, censer shall have a right 
of appeal to the Board, whose de- 
cixion shall be finn}. The fee for 
censoring in ‘tiny appeal is to be 
$6 per reel or poster, . 

In all other cases of , censoring 
films, the fue is to be $1 per reel, 
compared with 20 cents hitherto. 

Other regulations provide that 
managers of theatres must arrange 
for the projection of films and pos- 
ters for censoring at such place 
4s shall be appointed by the Board, 
and that cinematograph —thentres 
shall not be used for any other pur- 
pose than the exhibition of filma 
without the premission of the In- 
apector Gencral of Police.

WATCH THE

Useful Hints.

Porhaps the most impartant part 
concerned in tho proper operation 
of the.automobile {# the clutch., 

_Many drivera have the habit of 
keeping their feet on the clutch 
pedal even while the engine is in 
high and thus unconsclously slip- 
ping the. clutch out of [ta position 
whenever the car hits a bump. 

One of the firat things to lenrn, 
therefore, is to keep the foot olf 
the clutch pedal, except when 
netually starting, stopping ‘or 
changiag Renrs. = A 


Of course it Is unnecessary to 
warn the driver ngainst letting 
in the clutch too quickly. Yet so 
regular and ordinary a thin; has 
our driving become that many of us 
fnil to notice this fundamentnl 
fault. 

The clutching operation should 
be steady and slow, althouvh not 
too alow especially in second and 
high gear, or the difference between 
the speed of the motor and the 
slowing rate of the car will become

When stopping, the 
motor.may be kept in gear, with 
your foot off the throttle, thus keep- 
ing the car in control whilo it slows 
down. suc : 

Then, just before the atop, the 
clutch should be Ict out and the 
brakes applied, gradually yet firmly. 
They should never be npplied sud- 
denly, for this puis a severe. strain
